In South Pacific Indefinitely 


Navy Hints Detachment 
Will Be Used To Keep 
Japan ‘Guessing.’ 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—() 
A cryptic statement by the United 
States Navy stirred speculation 
that American warships 
might be kept indefinitely in the 
south Pacific for the sake of their 
mcral influence on Japan. 

As a formidable squadron of 
seven fighting ships sailed away 
from Brisbane, Australia, Admiral 
Harold R. Stark, chief of opera- 
tions, issued a ‘statément that he 
had “no comment” as to its fu- 
ture destination. 

The Navy said the statement 
was occasioned by “inquiries.” 

The stay of -the contingent of 
two heavy cruisers and five de- 
stroyers, commanded by Rear Ad- 
miral John H. Newton, already 
has been extended a week beyond

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_ Why All the Secrecy? 

The United States of America was founded 
and still stands upon the constitutioa and 
the bill of rights. Therein are listed certain 
inalienablegrights, including the right to free- 
dom of speech; freedom of religion and free- 
dom of the press. 

Today this country is very close to war 
which, if it comes, will be fought to preserve 
those rights so fundamental to a great de- 
mocracy. 

Freedom of the press is not a privilege of 
the publishers of the nation. It is a right of 
the people, a right whose safeguarding is first 
given into the keeping of the publishers. 
is their sacred duty. 

In Germany and other totalitarian coun- 
tries where the freedoms of democracy are held 
in abhorrence, there is no such thing as free- 
dom of -the press. There newspapers are per- 
mitted to publish only what the rulers allow. 
They are permitted neither to express opin- 
fons nor to publish news unless such publica- 
tion has been approved by the government 
propaganda office or censorship. 

One result of that suppression of news pub- 
lication is that, in Germany, any man may be 
arrested, with or without cause, and taken to a 
concentration camp, prison, even to the firing 
squad. That is the method of the Gestapo. 

It is fondly believed by the American peo- 
ple that every action of the law enforcement 
authorities of this counry is open to public 
view. Such’ openness to public information 
is the check against injustice as well as an add- 
ed deterrent to crime. The weight of public 
condemnation, when the lawbreaker is con-

When Youth Speaks 

One of the most interesting features of the 
revolt of the Yugoslavs against the pro-Axis 
government is the fact that it began, almost 
entirly, as a youth movement. And, with 17- 
year-old King Peter now at the head of the 
country, the picture of youth taking the reins 
becomes complete. | 

For days before the adult population joined 
in the demand for repudiation of the pro-Axis 
government, students in the schools had been 
demonstrating violently. They had gone on 
strike, refusing to study in classes; they had 
lampooned Hitler and Mussolini in caricatures 
drawn upon the blackboards and school walls; 
they had naraded and protested. So violent 
had the student revolt become, in fact, that 
many of the schools were temporarily closed. 

Then, perhaps infected with the glowing 
courage of youth, the older people joined in 
the uproar of protest. The parents of the boys 
and girls who had risen within the schools, 
themselves staged popular uprisings which 
quickly resulted in the now historic coup d’etat. 

And 17-year-old King Peter, assuming the 
throne even before he became of legal age, 
rode through the streets of Belgrade astride 
a great white charger. He rode unprotected, 
unguarded, while hysterically cheering youth 
pelted him with flowers and formed a human 
arcade of triumph down which he passed. 

It would be altogether fitting if this up- 
rising of Yugoslavian youth should prove the 
turning point in the war which, on both sides 
of the conflict, has depended so much on 
youth. On the Nazi side of the misled Hitler 
youth, and on the side of Britain on the fear- 
less lads of the RAF to whom, in Churchill’s 
words, “Never before have so many owed so 
much.” 


Robert S. Parker 

The death of Robert S. Parker, president of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta, removes 
a citizen whose life was of highest value to his 
community. 

Mr. Parker was a native of Dalton, Ga., 
coming to Atlanta following his graduation 
from the law school of the University of Geor- 
gia in 1907. During his college years he was 
active in many student activities, both at Ath- 
ens and at old Emory College at Oxford, where 
he graduated in 1905. He was a member of 
the Chi Phi fraternity and of the Sphinx, high- 
est honorary society on the campus. 

He enjoyed a distinguished career here as 
a lawyer and it was in his professional ca- 
pacity he first became associated with the 
Federal Reserve bank, filling many important 
offices there until he climaxed his career when 
he was the unanimous choice of the nine di- 
rectors to succeed the late Oscar Newton as 
president, in 1939. 

Not only as lawyer and banker, however, but

BYRNES AND THE COURT WASHINGTON, March 28.—It 


is foolishly optimistic to assume, 
as many do, that the struggle in congress over the President's for- 
eign policy ended with the senate vote on the lease-lend law. On 
the contrary, with the shipping problem growing more acute by the 
day, and other major war problems also calling for grave decisions, 
congress will probably be quite as intensely preoccupied with 
foreign policy in the months ahead as in the months just past. All 
of which sharply underlines the extreme delicacy of the situation 
with which Senator James F. Byrnes’ candidacy for the supreme 
court confronts the President. 

The difficulty is still the same as when the South Carolinian’s 
friend hurried to the White House to speak for him on the retire- 
ment of Justice James C. McReynolds. Byrnes is too good in the 
senate to be lost to the bench. When McReynolds retired the Presi- 


dent gave his friends the impression that Byrnes would be offered | 


McReynolds’ robes as soon as the lease-lend law was safely enacted. 
But the interval, instead of removing the obstacle to his transfer to 
the court, has only served to make it seem larger than ever. 


LINING UP THE VOTE Always a studious avoider of pub- 


licity, Byrnes became positively se- 
cretive during the lease-lend fight. He told no one what he was 
doing, and even tried to convey the idea that he was doing nothing 
at all. Since the fight ended, however, other senators have been 


. ready to talk. And it is now established that the lease-lend law 


came éhrough the senate so well as it did chiefly because of the 
able management of Byrnes. The chairman of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, Senator Walter F. George, of Georgia, played a 
stout and distinguished part, although he was unwell during a 
critical time. But it was Byrnes who had the basic responsibility 
for lining up the votes. 

It was Byrnes who made the checks, talked to the waverers, 
soothed the grumblers and shepherded the doubters into line. It 
was Byrnes who worked quietly throughout the fight with the 
shrewd Republican chieftain, Senator Charles L. McNary, of Oregon, 
by whose good sense and national views stupid partisanship was 
reduced to a minimum. Finally, it was Byrnes who deftly arranged 
the remarkable compromise on the Ellender amendment, the only 
serious threat to the lease-lend law, and then, having cut the ground 
out from under the opposition, kept his own forces from once 
breaking ranks in the last two hectic days of roll calls. 

The magnitude of Byrnes’ achievement only appeared when 
voting time came. It contrasted not too agreeably with the floor 
leadership of the official majority leader, Alben W. Barkley, of 
Kentucky, in the time before the voting. Well-liked and well- 
intentioned, Barkley is unfortunately maladroit. He was constantly 
at the mercy of men like Burton K. Wheeler, of Montana, and Ben- 
nett Champ Clark, of Missouri. Indeed, he would have found him- 
self with a reali filibuster on his hands if the Republican isolation- 
ists, Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan; Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, 
and one or two others, had not at the last moment firmly opposed 
Wheeler’s and Clark’s suggestion of a resort to a gas attack. 

Furthermore, besides sharpening the contrast between the effi- 
ciency of Byrnes and the inadequacy of Barkley, the fight also made 
plain the lack of anyother man in the senate to do Byrnes’ job. 
There are plenty of capable and patriotic senators, such as Frank 
Maloney, of Connecticut, and Harry F. Byrd, of Virginia. But with

Fund Provided for 


Tobacco Grading 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—(/) 
For the purpose of extending fed- 


eral tobacco grading and market- 
ing services to additional markets, 
the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee today added $211,000 to the 
$439,000 approved by the house 
for the work during the 1941-42 
fiscal year. 

The boost was made at the re- 
quest of Senator Barkley, Demo- 
crat, Kentucky, who told the com- 
mittee during hearings on the Ag- 
‘riculture Department appropria- 
tions bill that $650,000 was needed 
next year and that the cost of the 
service when extended -to all mar- 
kets would approximate $1,000,- 
000. 

Barkley explained that only 45 
tobacco markets now 
have the federal service which 
grades tobacco for farmers and 
furnishes them with market 
formation. 

He said the, grading and mar- 
keting services enabled farmers 
to obtain better prices for their 
leaf and that they were entitled 
to the program because tobacco 
brought nearly $600,000,000 a year 
‘in federal revenue.

| Yugoslavia Must Wait Marseille Citizens Put 


Flowers on Memorial 
to Peter’s Dad. 


MARSEILLE, France, March 28. 
(P)—Buoyant French by many 
thousands poured today and to- 
night through La Canebiere, Mar- 
seille’s proudest promenade, sing- 
ing and shouting their joy in the 
resurgence of Yugoslavia and 
heaping a mountain of flowers 
about the spot where King Alex- 
ander I was assassinated seven 
years ago. 

It was a spontaneous demon- 
stration which swelled in size and 
volume by the hour and the 200 
police who were called out were 
unable to halt it. 

Assembled by nothing 
than the whispered word that 
Yugoslavia had defied Berlin, the 
crowds milled through the prom- 
enade and into the Place de la 
Bourse, at the harbor end, crying 
“Long Live Serbia!” and singing 
“La Marseillaise.”’
